Resources to Address Homelessness

S5 billion to provide 70,000 Emergency Housing Vouchers from HUD for people experiencing or at risk of
homelessness

S5 billion in HOME Investment Partnerships grants from HUD to build supportive and affordable housing
(including purchase of hotels/dormitories), rental assistance, and supportive services

S46 billion in Emergency Rental Assistance from Treasury to prevent evictions, as well as support re-
housing of people evicted, displaced, at-risk of homelessness, or currently homeless

S350 billion in Treasury State and Local Fiscal Recovery Funds to support the many needs communities
face as they respond to the pandemic and its negative economic impacts, including homelessness and
housing instability

Various programs at the Department of Health and Human Services for supportive services including $3
billion in mental health and substance abuse block grants. $6 billion for community health centers, and
10% increase in Federal Medicaid match for Home and Community Based Services

House America will utilize the historic
investments provided through the
American Rescue Plan to address the
crisis of homelessness through a
Housing First approach.




House America’s Goals
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Communities set and achieve local goals for the
number of households to be transitioned from
homelessness into stable, permanent housing
using ARP emergency housing vouchers, ESG-CV
rapid re-housing, HOME TBRA, and other federal
and local resources by December 31, 2022.

Communities set and achieve goals for the number
of new affordable or supportive housing units
serving households experiencing homelessness
that are added to the pipeline using HOME-ARP
funds, Treasury State and Local Fiscal Recovery
Funds, and other resources by December 31, 2022.

Collectively, HUD hopes that by the end of 2022, at least 100,000 households will
be re-housed and at least 20,000 new units of affordable or supportive housing will
be added to the pipeline.

Build Back Better:

Historic Investments in Housing and Services

The Build Back Better Act passed by the House of Representatives includes
historic housing resources that can help scale housing for older adults, people with
disabilities, and people experiencing homelessness, including:

« $500 million for Section 202 Housing for Older Adults

« $500 million for Section 811 Housing for People with Disabilities

« $24 billion in additional tenant-based rental assistance (vouchers), including
$7.1 billion for people experiencing or at-risk of homelessness.

« Build Back Better also includes $150 billion in investments to increase and
iImprove Home and Community Based Services for older adults and people with
disabilities as well as over $1 billion in maternal health services, including to
address social determinants of health.
